Deivieg for the Dead.

It is impossible to iden- 
tify many victims, as decomposition 
has set in. 

At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon work 
was stopped and the announcement 
made that there were no more bodies 
in the ruins. The police have given 
the number ofe dead taken out at 61 in 
all. Of these thirty-three were iden- 
tified.

Boston, Aug. 26.—The fourteenth 
annual meeting of the American Bar 
Association opened this forenoon. 
Nearly 200 members were present. 
After President Baldwin had called 
the assemblage to order, a welcome 
was extended to visitors by Hon. John 
Lowell, President of tho Boaton Bar 
Association. President Baldwin re- 
sponded, stating the association was 
pleased with the warmth of the recep- 
tion accorded it. After these few 
brief remarks, he proceeded to de- 
liver his annual address. 


The President spoke of the great 
diversity of matters treated by the 
Federal and State governments. He 
then reviewed the acts oi C ongress 
| and of the Legislatures of the differ- 
ent States. In speaking of the action 
taken to relieve the Supreme Court, 
he reviewed at some length the details 
of the judiciary act. He paid a tribute 
to President Harrison in regard to the 
fairness and excellence of his appoint- 
ments to fill the new Circuit Court 
judgeship. He mentioned especially 
the international copyright law. The 


speaker said within the last year the 
number of States which adopted the 
Australian ballot system had increased 
to 29. The laws relating to otber im- 
portant matters were gone over, and 
the President, speaking of the uni- 
formity of legislation, said five more 
States had appointed commissions to 
promote it. In closing, the speaker 
referred to the American Constitution, 
which, he said, is the best fruits of a 
thousand years of Anglo-Saxon his- 
tory. 

At the close of the President’s ad- 
dress one hundred and sixty new 
members were admitted. A recess 
was then taken.

Beginning to Heaiize the Werth 
of the Grest West. 


The Bureau of Statistics has recehtly 
issued a volume which will be read 
with gratified amazement. It deals 
with the developement of the Pacific 
Slope, including the States of Califor- 
nia, Nevada, Idaho, Oregon, and 


| Washington and the Territories of 


Utah, Arizona and Alaska. 


The lands comprising these States 
and Territories, exclusive of Alaska 
constitute quite a fourth of the total 
area of the United States. Alaska 
acquired by purchase from Russia in 
1867 at a cost of $7,200,000, has al- 
ready retorned in revenue to the 
Treasury more than its purchase price, 
and has uced in valves to our 
citizens not less than $85,000,000. 
Of this sum $80,000,000 is the product 
of the fisheries, for the production 
of which from Canadian poachers we 
are pow contending with Great 
Britain.. The Mexican cession cost us 

£000,000, or about 12 cents an acre.

I 
talked with their principal men, and 
they all told me they thought it de- 
sirable for many of their people to mi- 
grate.

000,000 people, famine even now 
threatens them in places. [| was 
much impressed with these people 
from a labor standpoint. They will 
just suitus.

CLOUDBURSTS. 


What a Carsenite Saw on a Hecent 
Visit to Eemeraida and Nye 
Counties—Jubilant Stockmen. 

The Carson 7ribune is informed by 
Judge Wells, who returned from Bel- 
mont last Friday, that the roads in 
the eastern part of Esmeralda, and in 
the westein part of Nye county, are ip 
very bad condition, owing to heavy 
rdinse and cloudbursts which were 
frequent in that region during the first 
half of August. He says that a cloud- 
burst occurred near the first summit 


crossed by the road leading from Soda- 
ville to Belmont, via Cloverdale, on 
the evening of the 13th instant, about 
15 miles east of the C. & C. Railroad, 
which annihilated the road for about 
eight miles, and sent a large stream 
to the railroad. The road which 
crosses the Ralston mountains and 
Manhattan Pass, about fifteen miles 
this side of Belmont, was literally torn 
to pieces; and this burst the Judge 
saw at a distance of about ten miles, 
and says it was a grand sight. On 
their return, he and his traveling 
companion, W.C. Humpbrey of Soda- 
ville, crossed the Ralston range near 
San Antone, but found the roads on 
both sides of the pass in worse condi- 
tion than at the Manhattan pass. 

The Judge says that the country 
between Sodaville and Belmont has 
had abundant rains, and that the 
bunch grass and white sage are more 
abundant than ever known there, of 
excellent quality, and that live stock 
are all as fatas seals. Stockmen and 
ranchers are jubilant and bappy.

Some time in the seVenteenth century 
the L»vuno or Valley Lundians made war 
upon the Acomas for the possession of 
the cocatry, and the latter, being the 
veake.. oceupied this mountain as & 
posith believed to be impregnable. 
The} cht above the valley is nearly 
forr tuadred feet,‘and the walls in sev- 
er ‘aces nearly perpendicuiar. There 
are tivo means of ascent, one by a flight 
cut into the face of the wall 
sing at anangle of 42 degrtes, 
« other by a fissure in the rocks 
les ting up into the heart of the moun- 


tain. Both ways have been trodden by 


human feet until the steps are hollowed 
shallow troughs. Either one is 
tingly difficult; neither is toler- 
We choose the one along the 

With all the danger and fatigue, 
laughable sight to see a person— 
tber—make the ascent. One has 
over the fissure, one foot onthe 
cand side and the other on the 
ml at the same time press the 
ulternately against the rocks for 
vt. An Indian will throw a live 
»around his neck and go up quite 
without touching the rocks 
‘ither hand, but! am satisfied I 

ever do it. They told usof a 

tic*ineident that occurred on the 
stairway some generations ago. 
Several men started up, each witha 
sheep on his back. When near the top 
the sheep carried by the foremost man 
becartic restless, and the shepherd in 
trving to hold it fast lost his footing, 
and in falling swept his companions 
over the precipice, and they all fcll on 
the recks in a lifeless heap. The In- 
dians have carved a representation of 
the incident on a rock near where it oc- 
eurred, which searcely servesto steady 
the nerves of those who go by that 
route. 

The top of the eleyation is level and 
contains an area of SIXty or seventy 
acres. At one side stands the pueblo, a 
blunt pyramid of adobe and stone 
honeycombed with rooms, at the other 
the church and graveyard, and near the 
center a pond of pure water thirty feet 
deep and several rods in extent. The 
priest was made acquainted with the 
object. of our visit, and the ringing of 
the church bell brought the inhabitants 
of the village round us.

A Vine-VPollen Storm. 

A few mornings ago on arising resi- 
dents of Nashville, Tenn., were sur | 
prised and somewhat alarmed to find 
the ground covered with a yellow de- 
posit resembling powdered sulphur, 
which for a time it was supposed to be. 
The substance was soon found, how- 
ever, to be the pollen of pines, carried 
by the winds from a strip of pine 
forest extending from Louisiana 
through North Carolina to Virginia. 
The force of the winds is so great and | 
pine pollen so light that the latter is | 
sometimes carried. from the pine re- 
gions to Chicago in such vast quantities 
that the waters ‘of Lake Michigan for | 
miles outsidethe city limits are cov- 
ered with a thick, yellow scum. This 
pollen, although minute in the present 
age, in prehistoric times was of great 
size, spores of some species of lyco- 
podiums and selagenclilas, which are 
allied to the coniferm, having a diam- 
eter of one-sixteenth of an inch, and 
composed almost entirely some of the 
European coal beds.
